Farm Bureau Favors 
I High Penalties For 
All Excess Tobacco 

Members of the Morgan County I 
Farm Bureau at their January 
meeting here Saturday expressed 
nearly unanimous sentiment in 
favor of imposing 100 percent 
penalties on iooacco grown in va- 
cess of acreage allotments. 

7'he question was discussed af¬ 
ter President E!zra Bach read a 
letter from the Rowan County 
Farm Bureau urging other farm 
bureaus in burley producing coun¬ 
ties to enact resolutions favoring 
a 75 percent penalty on tobacco 
grown in excess of allotments. 

All members of the local Farm 
Bureau who expressed themselves 
on the question were in favor of 
100 percent penalty for excess to¬ 
bacco. 

However, no resolution was 
passed at the meehng The local 
farm bureau dcK-ided to hear a 
member of the State ASC com¬ 
mittee speak at its next meeting 
before deciding on a resolution 
for higher penalty. F*resent pen¬ 
alty imposed on excess tobacco is 
50 percent.

$287,471 Paid To Needy 
In County During 1954 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 17 - Resi¬ 
dents of Morgan County drew $287 
471 in public assistance during 
1954, ac<x>rding to a year-end re¬ 
port of Commis.sioner of Ek;onoiiiic 
•Security Vego E. Bames. 

Three types of public aid are 
administered by the departments 
Division of public A&sistance - 
Old Age Assi.stance, Aid to Dep¬ 
endent Children and Aid to the 
Needy Blind. 

Total 1954 payments in Morgan 
County were distributed among 
the three types of recipients in 
the following amounts; 

Old Age A.ssistance, $181,754; 
Aid to Dependent Children, $87, 
266; Aid to Needy Blind, $18,451. 


Total public assistance payment 
at $37,9NJ>19 went to ne^y fam¬ 
ilies in the state during 1954 - in¬ 
cluding $23334,341 in old age 
assistance; $13,445,977 in aid to 
dependent children grants, and 
$ 1300,601 to the needy blind. 

The aged roll totaled 56,721 per¬ 
sons; the needy blind program 
included 2,571 recipients, and aid 
to dependent children payments 
went to 18,260 families.

Dr. Alec Spencer was anniver¬ 
sary speaker at the West Libert.v 
Kiwanis club Wednesday eve¬ 
ning. 

He said if people and officials 
will take qhe same interest in 
schools they have in roads we 
will have better schools. He com¬ 
mended the teachers and school 
officials for doing as good a job 
as they are with the funds they 
have, adding not to blame under¬ 
paid teachers. 

He said Kentucky needs thirty 
to forty million dollars to build 
schools and pay teachers, that we 
should vote for officials who will 
be for the schools and that we 
should talk it cverj- day and 
everywhere.
